There was not a dry eye in tho crowd- 
ed Fairview Union Sunday School on 
Monday last. Mr. Charles J. Fryer, for 
forty-ono years superintendent and 
teacher of the Sunday School, passed 
away at his late residence in Gladwyn, 
Pa., in the early morning of Friday, 
June 27th. 

Mr. Fryer, who was in his seventy- 
second year, had been very feeble for 
some time. A few days before his 
death he took suddenly ill, and although 
under the care of skilled physicians and 
the best of nurses, to prolong his life 
was like trying to shut out tho inevit- 
able. 

Mr. l-'iyer was purely* :i Fairviowite — 
born on April 20th, 1S47, in a little 
house overlooking the hills of Mana- 
v mik. In his early manhood ho devot- 
ed his time to his farm and to a thriv- 
ing butcher business in this vicinity, 
and only gave up his work as a mer- 
chant, when his age and failing health 
compelled him to retire. In his busi- 
ness he worked with God, and his spare 
time and Sundays he devoted to the 
spiritual uplift of others. On November 
1, 1S70, he joined the Gladwyn Presby- 
terian Church, and held office as att 
elder of the church since that time. In 
1S78 Mr. Fryer succeeded Dr. Joseph 
W. Winter as superintendent of tho 
Faii'view Sunday School, reorganized! 
the school after it had been closed for 
a number of years, and hold the offico 
of superintendent until his death. In 
all those years he never missed a Sun- 
day at l«'a i rv iow when he was able to 
•it tend, and he taught many Sundays 
when it seemed like a physical impossi- 
bility for him to do so. In winter's 
ftigid weather, in summer's torrid sun, 
in lili/.zard. or in shower, he trudged or 
rode in his carriage to Fairview.

Additional Travel 
Allowance for 
Discharged Soldiers 



NARBERTH MEN CAN SECURE 

BLANK FORMS FROM LOCAL 

Y. M. C. A. 



The Director of Finance having prac- 
tically completed payment of the $60 
bonus, involving about 1,400,000 claims, 
is now settling additional travel allow- 
ance due enlisted men of the Army un- 
der Section .'{ of the Act approved Feb- 
ruary 25, 1019, which authorized travel 
pay to enlisted men honorably discharg- 
ed since November 11, 191S, at the rate 
of 5 cents per mile to actual bona fide 
home or residence, or place of roigina! 
muster into the service, at the option of 
the soldier. 

The Comptroller of the Treasury In- 
decisions rendered April 17 and May 
:l, 1919, has authorized the War De- 
partment to make settlement of all 
claims for the 1% cent difference from 
place of discharge to place of entry 
into the military service, also the 
claims for additional allowance lo 
actual boim fide home or residence at 
date of discharge when such bona fide 
home or residence can be determined 
from the affidavit of the soldier and 
verified by information contained in his 
original service record. 

A blank form of application, which 
includes the necessary affidavit for the 
additional travel allowance, may be ob- 
tained from tho Narberth Y. M. C. A. 
This affidavit must bo accompanied by 
a true copy of soldier's discharge certifi- 
cate, certified as such by a recruiiing 
oliiccr, or the original discharge certifi- 
cate, the latter to be returned with 
check. While payment will be made on 
the original discharge certificate, claim- 
ants are advised that the use of the 
copy will eliminate the possibility of 
the loss of the original. No further 
correspondence is necessary except in 
case nf change in address. 



A certified copy of discharge certifi- 
cate submitted for payment of $60 
bonus and now on file in the Zone 
Finance Office will be. accepted in lieu 
of other copy of original discharge cer- 
tificate. Men who have submitted these 
certified copies will so state when for- 
warding claim. Payments will bo made 
as expeditiously as circumstances per- 
mit. 

• In the evetn that the actual bona fide 
home or residence at date of discharge, 
as claimed by the soldier, is not tho 
same as stated on his original service 
record, the Zone Finance Officer will 
make settlement for the additional 1 Vi 
cent per mile on the same basis that 
the .fl/i cents per mile was paid (that 
is, from place of discharge to place of 
entry into military service), and soldier 
may make claim do the Auditor for the 
War Department for any additional 
travel pay which he believes may be 
due him. 

Men who have been discharged since 
February 2.8, ]!)]<), and paid travel al- 
lowance at 5 cents per mile to place of 
entry into military service, and whoso 
actual bona fide home or residence ;i'„ 
date of discharge involved a greater 
distance, may submit claim to the Zone 
Finan'ce Officer, Washington, D. C, as 
above. 

It is pointed out that sett.lenicni of 
travel allowance claims cannot be ac- 
complished with the same rapidity 
which obtained in the payment of flio 
$00 bonus. Each claim will require cer- 
tain verification by War Department 
records, this to be followed by mileage 
calculations in the Zone Finance Ollice. 
The need for accuracy is obvious, neces- 
sitating a' specialized office personnel, 
and it is hoped that this circumstance 
'.\ill not be overlooked by those cot:- 
cerne!.

COUNTY'S FINANCES 



Number of Statistics That Will Prove 
of Interest. 

On the eve of the payment of the 191i» 
county taxes, which the Treasurer has 
been receiving since the 1st of June, 
the net cash balance in the treasury, for 
all purposes, was $332,010.24, which was 
$16,587.46 less than the balance on hand 
at the beginning of May. Tin; differ- 
ence represents the excess of disburse- 
ment in May over the receipts for the 
same month. The actual balance in the 
county funds account at the beginning 
of the present month was $2n:'.,lo4.23, 
the balance of the cash balance being 
' credited to various special accounts. 

Of the total receipts during May, the 
mercantile license fees totaled $7,183.80, 
the receipts in the office of the Becoider 
of Deeds -were $3, 058.30, while the pay- 
ments for county taxes, including delin- 
quents, were $2,03!>.72. Of the other 
receipts there is included $433 for main- 
tenance of insane from estate of 
patients at State Hospital, while the 
cash for labor, etc., at the prison was 
$14(1. 3!). Liquor license fees to the 
amount of $83.37 were also paid. 

Of the total disbursements of $30',- 
174.01. the largest item was for work on 

turnpikes, etc., : muling to $0,924.33, 

while file work on bridges aggregated 
$l,. r >24.03. The prison maintenance 
totaled $2,035.67 and that of the county 
home was $4,378.48.

Prohibition Ends Days of Hostehies 

Visited by William Perm and 

Anthony Wayne. 



(From Thursday's Public Ledger.) 
Five hotels, located in Lower Meriou 
Township and two in the Haverford 
Township, closed their doors at mid- 
night Monday. Some of them, like sim- 
ilar institutions in the city, anticipated 
the closing hour to get rid of noisy 
customers. 

Among the live places which closed — 
and, by 'the way, closed tight — in Lower 
Morion, were three of the most famous 
inns, from a historic point of view, in 
this section of the country. 

They were the General Wayne Inn, 
on Montgomery avenue at the edge of 
Xnrberth Borough; the Merion Square 
Hotel, at Gladwyne, and the Red Lion 
Hotel, at Ardtnore. 

Although not quite the oldest, the 
most famous of all three is the General 
Wayne, opened in 1704, as the Wayside 
Inn, by Quaker settlers. Old Merion 
Friends' Meeting House, which cher- 
ishes a wooden wall peg on which Wil- 
liam I'enn hung his hat on several oc- 
casions of visit, is on the property ad- 
joining the inn, and because of Point's 
visits to the neighborhood the inn 
changed its name to the William I'enn 
Hotel during the litter colonial days. 

Across Montgomery avenue is an old 
log blacksmith shop, where General 
Oornwnllis had his horses shod, in Rev- 
olutionary times, anil ''Mad Anthony" 
Wayne used the inn as his headquarters 
during the same period, ami this gave 
the inn its present name. 

The old Philadelphia and Columbia 
Railroad used to run past the inn. which 
served as a station on the line. 

The Merion Square Hotel dates hack 
to an even earlier time by a few years 
and has been in existence as it licensed 
place, its greatest period of prosperity 
j having been in the old time when trnliie 
j from Philadelphia over the Consho- 
hiicken state road was heavy. The Gen- 
eral Wayne Inn litis been a polling place 
for more than 200 years, and about fifty 
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years ago Lower Merion was divided 
into two precincts, and a separate poll- 
ing place was established in the Meriou 
Square Hotel. 

The Bed Lion Hotel, at Ardinore, was 
opened its it licensed drinking establish- 
ment a short time before the Revolution. 
During the period of the Conestoga 
wagons it was a .slopping place for the 
• ' freight" drivers. 

Not even 2% per cent, beer was ob- 
tainable on the Main Line yesterday. 
The Ardmore Hotel, Ardmore 's other 
inn, closed early Monday night. The 
place has been sold by William Arm- 
strong, tho proprietor, to the Autocar 
Company. 

The Belmont race track saloon, the 
I'enn Hotel, at Bryn Mawr, and the 
Kagle Hotel, at Eagle, also closed.
